grefe, bye ſalues # pape foz the whẽ he had 
done: Go to J am content, let them teache 
that tuſt tficaciõ can not be by our ſtrength, 
without grace þ tuſt iſpeth: pet they teache 
that the begynnynge of penaunce is in vs, 
when they geue vnto vs the pzeparpnge vn 
to grace, dopnge as much as lpeth i vs. that 
we maye deſerue of a ſpmlpneſſe the fpꝛſte 
grace bp a good mocpon dꝛawen out of the 
fredome of the wyll.
